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(c) the specific user's emergency information obtained from the 
specific user; and 

a computer process running in association with the storage medium to 
cause the storage medium to be maintained imder conditions wherein 
modification by a subject of such personal and emergency information in a 
stored data set pertinent to the specific user is permitted only if (i) the subject 
provides a new set of physiological identifiers and (ii) it is determined, by 
recourse to the stored data set, that there is a sufficient match between at least 
one member in the new set and a corresponding member of the first set, so that 
the subject is authenticated as the specific user.
